He Is not content with simply
endorsing the Democratio platform and an-
nouncing his willingness to act as their candi-
date, but he proceeds, iu a letter of unnsual
length, to console himsslf for the privation, to
which he feelingly refers, of being excluded
from an active part in the pending canvass,
by a formal indictment of the Ruspublican
party, which is especially framed to perauads
those who have mot fully sympathized with
the radical Republicans that they can safaly
trust Horatio Seymour. When it i8 remem-
bered that the mnotorious Ohio agitator,
Vallandigham, first insisted upon Seymour's
nomination, and that his record is such as to
inspire the confidence of the most virulent
of pacessionists, the boldness of the imposture
he has attempted will readily be understood.
The petty ward politician who is committed
on the one hand by pledges and ties he would
never dare to violate; but who courts, to de-
ceive, a rival and hoatile interest, finds a
worthy exemplar in Horatio Seymour. Con-
gervative Republicans who listen to tha voios
of such a charmer must be weak indeed, for
pothing can be more apparent than that the
Demooratic Presidential nominee is one of the
most prejudiced and ultra supporters of the
deorees of his party.

A large portion of the letter of acceptance
18 devoted to an insidious denuncistion of the
reconstruction policy of Congress, and espe-
olally of the admission of the new Southorn
repregentatives and Senators. It is worthy of
notice that Beymour conples this denunciation

8 Democratioc Executive shall overthrow the
reconstructed Govermments. The wiroit New
York politician apparently desires that two
interpretations shall be placed upon hia let-
ter, and he has availed himself of the power
of language to conceal his thoughts with a
gkill that Van Buren counld mot have ex-
oslled. On the ope hand the Southern Rebels
will point to his denunciation of the recon.
slructed State Governments as a positive
proof that he iz determuned to spare no
efforts to destroy them; and on the Olllera
the conservative Repnblicans of the North
will be assured that he would not counte-

nance any ‘‘sudden or viclent chaoges."
The New York World has advoecated aequi-

WA perturbations have been cansed by this
auriferous article sinoe its discovery and use
by man | What watohfal fidgetty days and
nights has it occasioned in this country since
the breaking out of the war! What predio-
tions as to its nltimate value; what prognosti-
cations as to its future decline; what strange
changes! When gold had reached the high-
est point attained during the war, real estate
could hava been purchased at one-half, and in
many instances one-third less than it can now
be bought for. How bulls and bears have
exhausted every argument for its rise and fall,
and how it haa constanily disappointed them
both!| When California dizclosed her golden
treasures, many eminent political economists,
M. Michel Chevalier, for example, suapposed
that its value would be depreciated, from the
amount that wounld come into unse by recent
discoveries; but such is the curious nature of
this article, or so much is political economy
a8 yet at fault, that no cerlainty has as been
arrived at as to its positive value.

Perhaps in our country, where it has be-
come an article of merchandize, in conse-
quence of its no longar forming the oirculating
medinm, its value is regunlated by the supply
and demand, like all other articles of thia

character. When cotton bills are scarce, or
bonds are not belng shipped in large quanti-

ties, of course gold must take their place.
We have known some of the shrewdest brokers
to be as completely at fault in venturing pra-
dictions on the preminm above paper money,
as some of the most igonorant in money
matters, There are only some cirenmstances
conneoted with gold that can with any cer
tainty be asserted of it. Thus, the reason
why there is such an unprecedented acoumn-
lation at the present time in the banks of
T'rance and England is due to the apprehen-
sion about war entertained by the capitalists
of Furope. ‘Whether there will be war soon
or not, this fear prevents capital from seeking
ventures whioh, in ordinary times, it wounld do.

When the war broke out between Prussia
and Austria gold rose in value in this country,
from the fear of our securities being sent back.
The game feverish cause may even now foroe
it to rate at a higher preminm than it other-
wize might; but such calculations might easily
Le upset in the event of another European
war breaking ount, Instead of our securities
Leing sent home for sale there might be a
great demand for them; firstly, in consequence
of the greater rate of interest they pay; and,
gecondly, becanse our country being far re.
moved from the theatre of war offers additional
gafety. We venture, however, no prediotions,
and we merely think the latter contingency is
as likely to be realized as the former. In com-
mon with the great mass of consumers we, of
course, do not desire to see the preminm at a
high rate, and algo becanse we desire the
oredit of the Government to be sustained.
During the Napoleonic wara gold rose in Eng-
land to 40 per cent., or a shade over. When
Napoleon Bonaparte assumed regal power he
caused a return to specie payments, regard
legs of all consequences to the paper currency
of France.

Ope of the profitable incidents of Napoleon's
wars was the management on part of the Roth-
gchilds of a quantity of gold. The transaction
was in this wise. The English Government
determined to dispose of a quantity. The old
Rothechild, who was then living, felt sure the
Government would afterwards require it, and
Le bought it, Bure enough, they did reqnire
it; bat the best of the transaotion, as he re-
lated, was the transmission of this gold to the
Duke of Wellington in Spain. Rothschild
undertook to convey it, and did so, through
France, and ever after said that It was one of
the most lucrative and successful acts of his

life, Until recoutly gold was at s high pre-
mwinm in Aunstria, and it is at & considerable
premiunm even now in Italy.
